RANG Yl DIES IN DISGRACE 


MINISTER WTJ MAKES INTER- 


ESTING REPORT. 


Washington, Oct. 26,—The Chinese 


minister has received a dispatch stall- 
ing that Kang Yi, a member of the 
cabinet with Yung IAI and one of the 
intense anti-foreign leaders, whose 
punishment was demanded, by the 
powers, died of illness on tfae l&th 
dnst; also that Yu Hsien, >tihe late 
governor of S'hansi, who is said to 
have been responsible for the death 
of miany missionaries, has commit- 
ted suicide by swallowing golf leaf. 
Minister Wu regaTds this tact 'as the 
result of the disfavor which the high 
officials have received from the 
throne. 


The death of Kang Yi is an im- 


portant event, as he was one of the 
ringleaders whose punishment was 
demanded by the powers. 
He held 


the position of assistant grand secre- 
tary and president of the civil board, 
and also (was one .of the six Chan-ess 
statesmen making <up tbto privy coun- 
cil, or cabinet, which id tfche body 
nearest the throne. 
Following the 


demand's of itire powers far (his pun- 
ishment, an edict was issued handing 
him over to the 'board of censors to* 
consult and dfteid'e upon a penalty 
for his misdoing. 
Th'e same edict 


ordered the puarteflimexit of Prince 
Tuttn, Tboit it was thought 'that the 
Tuan influence would secure leniency 
for Kang Yi and tothers. 
Today's 


dispatch shows, {however, that Kang 
Yi himself recognized that there was 
no hope of imperial flavor. Al- 
though the dieptatcli to Minister W« 
says only (that Xafrg Yi "dlted" on 
the 18th instant, it is thought tiuut 
this "deaith" wfcs 'the natural xeteult 
of 'the disgrace -which has overtaken 
the anti-foreign and boxer element.

would be no surprise if h'e followed 
the course of Kang Yi and Yu. 
He 


has been prevented from -accompiany- 
ing the imperial «co<u<rt to Sfnuan-Fu, 
and remains at Shansi, cut off from 
further influence on the throne. 
It 


is expected that he will be !baniatoed> 
which, to a prince of the blood, is 
worse than decapitation, and under 
the Chin'ese idea of propriety, suicide 
is likely to be his end. 
Minister Wu 


laid his dispatches before 'Secretary 
Hay. 


ALLIES AT PAO-TING-FU. 


Tien Tsin, Oct, 25, via Shanghai, 


0Ct, 26.—A runner 
who left Pao- 


Ting-Fu Oct 23 and arived here to- 
day,

camped there, the British contingent 
being outside the wajte of the city. 
The situation is unchanged. Looting 
is forbidden and all supplies used by 
the allies are purchased.

DECREE OF PUNISHMEKT. 


Paris, Octx 26>-Acording to a dis- 


patch frem Pekte, dated'Oci 24, td 
the Havfcs dgettdy, Prince Ching and 
Li Hung1 Chang have communicated 
to the legations the imperial decree 
in accordance with which the princes 
and minister* responsible for the re- 
cent troubles in China are to be pun- 
ished, according to their respective 
degrees of culpability.

RECEPPTION MOST CORDIAL 


BEGINS THE DAY WITH TALK 


IN HOBOKEN, 


MANY 
CITIES ARE VISITED 


WARM GREETNGS FROM BOYS 


OF OLD NASSAU. 


New York, Oct. 26,—The second 


day of Mr. Bryan's campaign tour of 
New Jersey began in Hoboken today 
with a meeting iii the Lyric theater, 
at which the presidential candidate 
addressed ail the people who could 
irowd into the building, ihe speech 
was announced for 8:30 o'clock, but it 
was almost half an hour later before 
Mr. Bryan arrived. When he stepped 
upon the platform he appealed some- 
what fatigued, as the result of his 
arduous labors yesterday, but as his 
speech progressed he soon regained 
lis wonted vivacity. He said he be- 
ieved that when democratic princi- 
ples as now presented were under- 
stood they would be received as fav- 
irably in the east as in the west. He 
hen contrasted his reception in New 
ersey at this tiime with the recep- 
ion of 1896 and in this connection he 
dd: 
"I am glad to have an opportunity 
o defend our cause here, for I feel 
onfident that the policies for which 
he democratic party stands will ap- 
peal to the American people when 
hose principles are fully understood, 
and it has been gratifying to note the 
hange that has taken place in the 
ast four years. It is gratifying to 
ind a much more cordial reception to 
>ur platform now than we found 
when, four years ago, I had occasion 
'o visit these parts. I said then, in 
caving 'home for New York, that I 


going into the enemy's country. 


This year those who left us in 1896 
lave largely returned, and they have 
nought -with them a large contingent 
rom the republican party* I did not 
omplain when men left us in 1896, 
'or I have always Contended that ,a 
man's vote was his own and that he 
had a right to do with it as he 


sed; and I never doubted but that 


he great mass of those who left us 
n 1896 left us because they honest- 
y thought that my election would be 
harmful to the country. 
I cannot 


despise the man who places his coun- 
try above his party, even though I 
may be the loser by his act. But the 
principle which runs through repub- 
ican policies has become apparent on 
hese later questions which have 
arisen. I contended in 1896 that the 
republican party was giving too 
much consideration to wealth and too 
ittleto human rights; but since 1896 
the republican party has shown its 
disregard of human rights in ways 
that we did not dream of then." 


Proceeding, the speaker denounced 


the trusts as " industrial despots," 
and declared that the republican 
party was fostering them. 
He did 


not believe there could be a good 
monopoly in private hands until God 
sends angels to take charge of them; 
<an<d," he added, "from our exper- 
;ence, we are inclined to think that 
the angels now in charge came not 
from above but from below/' 


"Some one has said," Mr. Bryan 


continued, "that he did not abject to 
the bedbug so much, but that he did 
object to the way he made a living. 
So we object to the trusts." The com- 
parison caused a roar of laughter and 
Loud applause. 


Mr. Bryan took strong ground on 


the question of large army. He said 
that this country was less liable to 
dissension than any other, on ac 
count of the character of the popu- 
lation. Instead of finding a menace 
in the presence of foreign born citi- 
zens in the United States, Mr. Bryan 
said'that these were really a safe- 
guard, because, knowing the evils of 
monarchial systems, they knew how 
to avoid them and appreciated why 
they should do so. He predicted tjiat 
if the recent increase of the army to 
100,000 men was endorsed by voting 
the republican ticket next November 
there would continue to be increases 
until the armed force would be sufft- 
cient to completely awe the people. 


Taking up the question of the Phil 


ippinea, Mr. Bryan gave what he 
said was a republican speech in sup 
pott of the republican policy, This 
presentation was as follows:

I want us to spend our 
money developing the minds and the 
hearts of our people, not in sending 
an army 7,000 miles away

In- 
stead of being able to retain his 
equilibrium Young was thrown for- 
ward, struck against the corner of a 
box car standing upon a spur track, 
and bounded back beneath

A NOVEL EXPERIMENT. 


Tiie latest novelty in rural free de- 


livery of mail is to be tried in Wash- 
ington county, between the town of 
Washington and West Brownsville, 
in Pennsylvania. It is in the form of 
two traveling postofficcs, which start 
from tlie termini named and meet at 


A point between. 
These traveling 


postoffices are specially fitted wagons, 
containing cases for the distribution 
of mail and equipped .with gongs to 
notify residents along the route of 
their coming. They are manned by 
a postal clerk and a driver. 


Undoubtedly 
these 
contrivances 


will be a great convenience to the 
people along the route. In the sense 
that time is money they should be 
regarded as effecting a great saving 
to the farmers served. 
But it re- 


mains to be seen whether 'they are 
really profitable. The time consumed 
In picking up the mail is very alight. 


On the contrary, the nuinbur of men, 
wag-ons and teams required to operate 
traveling postoffices on every rural 
highway will cost a pretty penny in 
cash "besides their subtraction from 
the ranks in other employment. 
Rural free delivery is a g-ood .thing, 
but it has not yet been determined 
whether all of its forms are wortl 
their cost.
